Washington, Sept. 21.--The Capper- 


Tincher bill providing for regulation 
of trading in futures on grain mar- 
kets was signed today by President 
Harding.

trading act of 921, which provisions 
were declared inoperative by the su-

It follows along the 


same lines as the act of 1921, except 
that it ls based on the power of con- 
gress to regulate interstate commerce 
while the statute to which the su- 
preme court 
fouid 
objection was 


predicated on the taxing power of 
congress.

new act are those at Chicago, Minne- 
apolis^ Duluth, Kansas City, St Lou,. , 
Toledo, Milwaukee, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles and .Baltimore.

Denver, Col., Sept. 21,—Enos Mills, 


the-naturalist and author, died at 
his home at Long's Peak, Colorado, 
early today. 


Mr. Mills retired as usual at his 


home last night. He awakened early 
this morning, called his wife 
and 


complained of feeling ill. He died a 
short time later. Overwork and loss 
of strength following an accident in 
a subway car in New York last Jan- 
uary, are believed' to have caused 
his death. 


Mills was familiarly known as "thq 


father of Rockv Mountain National 
Park." 
In addition to conducting 


Long's Peak Inn, known to tourists 
all over the country, Mr. Mills wrote 
extensively for leading 
magazines 


and was tho author of mans- books 
having to do with bird, wild flower 
and scenery protection and the de- 
velopment of national parks. He also 
wrote of animal life. He had climh 
ed Long's Peak, one of the loftiest 
in the Rockies, more than 300 times.

LAWS OF PLANT BREEDING CAN 


BE APPLIED ALSO TO HUMANS 


Washington, Sept. 20,—How 
far 


will a migratory bird travel in its 
fall and spiing flights? The Biolog- 
ical Survey has determined that they 
make flights of at least 3,000 miles. 


An 
investigation 
has been con- 


ducted for several years by' the Sur- 
vey by trapping ducks and other 
strong winged fowl in northern sec- I 
tions. nnd marking them -with light 
bands Bearing a serial number and 
the legend, MHol. Surv., Wash., D. C." 
The numberlKn tJic fowl are record- 
ed and from time to time, hunters 
bagging some of those marked, re- 
port where and *Ben the bird was 
brought down. 


More then two hundred such birds 


were loo.ed with the bands from 
Lake Scugog, in Ontario, about 20 
miles north of Toronto, and many 
leports have been received.
